The previous office action dated May 19, 2005 is withdrawn and a new restriction 
requirement is made below. Currently, claims 1-28 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention. The applicant should elect one from each of the following and state 
which claims read upon the elected species: 

Species 1: Method of making a semiconductor device with a trench having sidewalk and 
a node dielectric (exemplary claims: 18 and 1). 

Species 2: Method of making a semiconductor device with a trench having sidewalls and 
a node dielectric, including a transistor in a first region and a trench capacitor joined to make a 
memory cell (exemplary claims: 28).
